Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 8 are allowed.

With regards to independent claim 1, the prior art does not specifically disclose or 
suggest a gas reservoir for testing purpose of gas sensor including a step motor wherein a sleeve 
mounted on the step motor; a drive rod mounted on a periphery of the sleeve to rotate therewith; 
a link which driven by the drive rod with a hook portion hooked on the nozzle of the gas 
reservoir.
